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The Brotherhood of Comrade e-in -Arms, on association of former Hungarian Army 

officers has headquarters in Innsbruck, Austria, and Munich, Germany* some members of 
the association are in Paris and in the French provinces. Thie association's politics 
are right of center. The Brotherhood vas organised by Gen. Andrea ZAKD and Capt. 

Kiklos KQRPOHAY on orders from Gen. Ferenc KISBARHAKI-FARKAS, and is composed of a 
staff of career officers who have remained in Western Europe since the war. Most of 
its sympathizers are refugees vho have been in Western Europe since 19^5 *cd are now 
fairly veil -established although the Brotherhood has Halted f in a n c i a l resources. The 
Brotherhood is veil organized and has therefore attracts most of the young Hungarian 
emigres. Officially, it rejects Fascism and claims to be a non-partisan group although 
it is known to foster Arrow Cross elements. In order to enhance its reputation, the 
Brotherhood has invited well known Liberals, such as Klkloe LAZAR, former editor-in- 
chief of Reggel, to be its counselors. The Brotherhood maintains strict control over 
t&e intelligence activities of its members and their liaison vith military officials 
of the Western Powers. 
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
